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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


EBERHARD PREUSSNER DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

President of the Salzburg Mozarteum, 1959-60, teacher and ad- 

ministrator at the Mozarteum since 1939, in charge of Salzburg pro- 

grams involving foreign students, including those from the Oberlin 

Conservatory. Native of Stolp, Pomerania, graduate of the Hochschule 

fiir Musik in Berlin. After military service in World War I earned Doc- 

tor of Philosophy degree with thesis on “The Teaching of Music in the 

Latin Schools of the 17th Century.” Pianist, editor of ‘Die Musik,” and 

teacher until 1933, choir director from 1933 to 1939, named Extraordi- 

nary Professor by President of the Federal Republic in 1949. 


MILLAR BURROWS DOCTOR OF DIVINITY 

Winkley Professor of Biblical Theology, Emeritus, at Yale University 
Divinity School since his retirement in 1958, chairman of department of 
Near Eastern Languages and Literature, Yale University Graduate School 
from 1950 to 1958. Native of Cincinnati, graduate of Cornell in 1912, 
B.D. at Union Theological Seminary, 1915; Ph.D. at Yale in 1925. 
Ordained in Presbyterian ministry in 1915. Former teacher at Tusculum 
College and Brown University, became Professor of Biblical Theology at 
Yale Divinity School in 1934, former visiting professor at American Uni- 
versity, Beirut; former director of American School of Oriental Research, 
Jerusalem. Author, editor, authority on the Dead Sea Scrolls. Member 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences, Phi Beta Kappa, theological so- 
cieties. Vice Chairman of The Standard Bible Committee of the Nation- 
al Council of the Churches of Christ in the United States of America. 


FRANCIS PHILIP FRAZIER DOCTOR OF HUMANE LETTERS 


Supervisor of five Indian churches on the Standing Rock Reservation 
in South Dakota since 1956, full-blooded Sioux Indian and for 35 years 
Missionary among his people in the Dakotas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, and 
at the Los Angeles Indian Center. Native of Santee, Nebraska, student 
at Yankton College Academy and Dartmouth, graduate of Oberlin in 1922 
and of the Chicago Theological Seminary in 1925, holder of the Indian 
Achievement Award, grandson of the first Sioux Indian to be ordained in 
the Congregational ministry. 


HAROLD JANTZ DOCTOR OF LETTERS 


Professor of German at Johns Hopkins University since 1956, teacher 
of German at University of Wisconsin, Antioch College, Clark Uni- 
versity, Princeton and Northwestern, guest professor at Universities of 
Hamburg and Vienna, United States specialist for State Department Edu- 
cational Exchange Program in Vienna in 1954. Native of Elyria, Ohio, 
graduate of Oberlin in 1929, with M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, studied at Universities of Munich and Bonn, member 
of language and historical societies, Phi Beta Kappa, author of three books. 


HELEN CONSTANCE WHITE DOCTOR OF LETTERS 
Chairman of Department of English, University of Wisconsin, since 
1955, member of Wisconsin faculty since 1919, teacher at Smith College, 
1917 to 1919, native of New Haven, Connecticut, graduate of Radcliffe 
College in 1916 with Master of Arts degree at Radcliffe in 1917 and 
Ph.D. at Wisconsin in 1924. Former president of American Association 
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of University Professors, president of American Association of University 
Women from 1941 to 1947, active in other American and international 
education associations including UNESCO, Phi Beta Kappa, author of 
several books. 


ALFRED MAXIMILIAN GRUENTHER DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Retired general, United States Army; president of the American Red 
Cross since 1957. Native of Platte Center, Nebraska, graduate of United 
States Military Academy in 1919, Field Artillery School, Command and 
General Staff School, Army War College, advanced through grades from 
second lieutenant in 1918 to general in 1949. Staff officer with Third 
Army, Allied Force Headquarters, Fifth Army, 15th Army Group, U. S. 
Forces in Austria during World War II; postwar staff assignments include 
that of Supreme Allied Commander in Europe, from 1953 to 1956. 
Decorated by United States and nine foreign governments. 
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
